REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 19-24 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed subject matter including the device determines the area density of 
the auxiliary substrate at a location behind a plasma area between the auxiliary substrate and 
the substrate to be coated with respect to a direction of rotation of the auxiliary substrate, the 
location is before a plasma area between the first coating source and the auxiliary substrate 
with respect to the direction of rotation of the auxiliary substrate, and the device comprises an x- 
ray source that irradiates the auxiliary substrate at the location and a photodetector that 
determines x-ray radiation reflected from the auxiliary substrate. 

Claims 25-37 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed subject matter including determining a deposition rate in a plasma 
area between the first coating source and the auxiliary substrate, and after the determining the 
area density of the auxiliary substrate, determining an area density of the substrate form a mass 
balance of the auxiliary substrate. 

Concerning the prior art of Narizuka (U.S. Pat. 5,320,729), there is no direction or 
instruction from Narizuka about the location of the device and the device being an x-ray source 
that irradiates the auxiliary substrate at the location and a photodetector that determines x-ray 
radiation reflected from the auxiliary substrate nor is there instruction from Narizuka for 
determining a deposition rate in a plasma area between the first coating source and the auxiliary 
substrate, and after the determining the area density of the auxiliary substrate, determining an 
area density of the substrate form a mass balance of the auxiliary substrate.
